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““And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.”’ Acts 2:1. ““And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.’’ Acts 2:4. 
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Opening the Seals 


Now the Lamb invested with all the 
authority to execute judgment having 
received His commission from God be- 
gins now to open the seals of the book 
which is in His nail-pierced hands, the 
Church safe in heaven. The tide of God’s 
wrath begins to rise upon the unregen- 
erate world. In Revelation six we find it 
sweeping through the earth. When Christ 
comes for His saints in mid-air, the true 
Church will arise to meet Him in the 
air and ever be with the Lord. When the 
rapture takes place it will not materially 
change the world. The event will soon 
be forgotten and men will plunge on 
in sin and iniquity drawing down swift 
judgments upon the nations. What we 
see fulfilled in the seal judgments are 
what our Lord called the beginning of 
sorrow, Matt. 24:8. From here on 
through to the 20th chapter of Revela- 
tion are recorded the events that are to 
transpire during seventieth week of 
Daniel. Nothing whatever of these pre- 
dictions have yet been fulfilled. Nor 
can they be until after the true Church, 
the body and bride of Christ, has been 
taken out of the way. 

We know from a careful study of the 
signs of the times that the seal judg- 
ments are soon to begin, consequently 
we know that the rapture of the saints is 
very near at hand. Glory be to God for- 
ever. 

“And I saw when the Lamb opened 
one of the seals, and I heard, as it were 
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the noise of thunder, one of the four 
beasts saying, Come and see.” The com- 
mand of the living creature results in 
the appearing of a rider on a white horse 
who goes forth conquering and to con- 
quer. He has a bow but no arrows, no 
ammunition, his is a bloodless conquest. 
He is given a crown—is made a king. 
Who is this rider? Some teach that he 
is the Lord Jesus or the Holy Ghost go- 
ing forth to make a spiritual conquest 
of the world, but how can that be for 
Christ as the Lamb is holding the sev- 
en-sealed book and breaking its seals at 
that time. And again, these seals are 
symbols of judgment and not of grace. 
The long-suffering patience of God has 
at last been exhausted by this time and 
men have crossed the hidden boundary- 
line between His patience and His 
wrath. The Lord is indeed pictured as 
a rider upon a white horse. But when 
He comes it will be at the close of the 
tribulation of the 70th week of Daniel, 
and his victorious conquest will be far 
different from this rider under the first 
seal. Read carefully Psa. 45:1-5; Zech. 
9:9-14; Rev. 19:11-21, and chapters 1 
and 2 of Zechariah. 

This white horse of Rev. 6:1, 2 is a 
brilliant, strategical and irresistible con- 
queror whose victories will dazzle the 
world and elevate him to a leadership 
that will place him at the head of the 
revived Roman Empire. He is the Anti- 
christ, the prince that shall come and 


who reconfirms the covenant with the 
Jews for seven years and at the middle 
of the week he takes away their daily 
sacrifice, Dan. 9:26-27. He is a type of 
Antiochus Epiphanes of Dan. 8:9-12; 
11:21-33; the wilful king of Dan. 11: 
36-45; the little horn of Dan. 7:8, 19- 
27; the first beast of Rev. 13:1-8. Note 
correspondency of the description of all 
these, a proof that they all refer to one 
and the same person. He is Satan’s su- 
perman—a human being who shall be 
the embodiment of all Satanic power. 
He will bring an era of peace and pros- 
perity that will cause universal admira- 
tion, Rev. 13:3-4, but that peace will 
be short-lived as is evident from the 
breaking of the second seal, vs. 3-4. The 
second living creature summons the rider 
on a red horse, who takes peace from the 
earth, the false peace which the white 
horse rider had established, the universal 
peace of which the world dreams with- 
out the presence of the Prince of Peace; 
it doesn’t last long. The red color of the 
horse symbolizes blood. And the great 
sword given this second rider is a symbol 
of war. Evidently the Antichrist and 
his autocratic methods will meet with 
strong opposition which will bring wars 
among the nations under the leadership 
of this red horse rider. Satan’s counter- 
feit millennium ends with a world-wide 
reign of terror and bloodshed and 1 
Thess. 5:3 is then fulfilled.

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Our Calling and Election 


By R. T. PANNELL 


“Wherefore the rather, brethren, give 
diligence to make your calling and elec- 
tion sure,” 2 Peter 1:10. This text sets 
forth two definite subjects but they are 
closely related. 


First, we want to see just who the 
apostle was speaking to when he made 
this exhortation. Some would have us 
believe that just a few could be elected 
according to the will of God. The Bible 
teaches that it’s not the will of God that 
any should perish but that all should 
come to repentance, for God so loved 
the world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son that whosoever believeth on 
Him should not perish but have ever- 
lasting life. Isa. 55:1, “Ho, every one 
that thirsteth, come ye to the waters, 
and he that hath no money; come ye, 
buy, and eat; yea, come, buy wine and 
milk without money and_ without 
price.” 


Luke 14 gives a parable of what the 
kingdom of heaven is like; where the 
poor, the halt, the lame, the maimed and 
the blind are all invited. Jesus said, 
“Whosoever cometh to me I will in no- 
wise cast out.” All these scriptures, 
with thousands of others, teach us that 
this great call has been extended to all 
of us, both great and small. So it is en- 
tirely up to each one of us to take heed 
to the earnest appeal of the Holy Spirit 
as He knocks and pleads at our heart’s 
door. “Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice and 
open the door, I will come in and sup 
with him, and he with me,” Rev. 3: 
20. 

The next thing we must find out is 
what is meant by this great call or 
what our calling really is. First we will 
look at 1 Thess. 4:7, “For God hath 
not called us unto uncleanness, but un- 
to holiness.” Our calling may differ as 
God has set some in one place and some 
in another as it hath pleased Him, and 
Paul has warned us to walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith we are called. 
In order to do this we must first be 
holy, thus answering the main and im- 
portant call that God has so forcibly 
made upon the human family from time 
to time. If we have ever been called 
to any position in God’s kingdom, we 
have first been called to a life of holi- 
ness. 

In Rom. 12:1 Paul said, “I beseech 
you therefore, brethren, by the mercies 
of God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable service.” 

We see by this that Paul wanted peo- 
ple who were both holy and _ living, 
knowing they would have to be holy 


before their service would be accepta- 
ble unto God, because God has never 
accepted anything unclean or unholy. 
Even under the law the lambs used in 
making a sacrifice had to be without 
spot or blemish. I know there are a lot 
of people who claim they have been 
called to repentance and called to 
preach and all this but deny the power 
of God and the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost, but Peter said on the day of 
Pentecost that the promise is to you and 
to your children and to them that are 
afar off even to all that are called. So, 
my friends, if you have been called to 
repent of your sins you have also been 
called to a life of holiness. What are 
you going to do about it? This is a per- 
sonal question. It is time for us to wake 
up and give diligence along this line be- 
fore it is too late. 


Let’s look at Heb. 3:1. Paul calls the 
Hebrew holy brethren “partakers of the 
heavenly calling.” We see that our 
calling is not only a holy calling, but 
it is a heavenly calling, an honorable 
calling. 1 Thess. 4:6; Heb. 2:11. This 
is more than a call to society or a busi- 
ness. This is a call direct from God out 
of heaven upon which hangs our eternal 
destiny. It is clear, it is definite, it is 
important, yet we can defer or ignore 
it if we wish. In view of all this, many, 
yea thousands, will be lost because it is 
left entirely up to man to do as he likes 
in the matter. 

This call may come to us often in 
life. Prov. 29:1, “He, that being often 
reproved hardeneth his neck, shall sud- 
denly be destroyed, and that without 
remedy.” As Jesus looked on that be- 
loved city with compassion in His 
heart and tears in His eyes He said, ““O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem, how oft would I 
have gathered you together as a hen doth 
gather her brood under her wings and ye 
would not.” 

Just a few lines now about the elec- 
tion. As the call may come to us often 
in life, the election comes only once. 
“And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment,” 
Heb. 9:27. There has been a day ap- 
pointed for which to judge the quick 
and the dead. This is the election that 
Peter was referring to in the text. I am 
sure we all want to be elected on that 
day. Let’s ask ourselves the solemn ques- 
tion, What am I doing about it? How 
am I answering my call? 

We remember one day as Jesus was 
nearing the house where Martha and 
Mary lived, He told Martha to call her 
sister Mary, and tell her that “the Mas- 
ter is come and calleth for thee.” May 
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God help us today to realize that the 
Master is calling for us to do service for 
Him. Are we giving diligence to make 
sure that we are doing our best for the 
Master in every walk of life? If not, 
let’s get busy now for the time is slip- 
ping by. Many good opportunities have 
already gone by and are forever lost. 
A little more sleep, a little more slum- 
ber, and we will miss our calling. There 
is nothing left for us to do but fill our 
appointment and hear our fatal doom. 


If we were in the race for some office 
of county or state we, no doubt, would 
be very much enthused. Some of us 
would walk twenty miles barefooted in 
the snow to get just one vote cast in for 
the purpose of being elected. Now we 
are in the race for eternal life, an in- 
heritance undefiled and that fadeth not 
away, and we are very careless know- 
ing that this race is entirely left up to 
our own efforts and the way we redeem 
the time while we have the opportuni- 
ty. Just think of a man working against 
himself. Thousands are doing this very 
thing and hoping that God will, in His 
own good way, accept them. God is and 
has done all that He could for the sal-. 
vation of your immortal soul, while the 
devil is doing all that he can to defeat 
you. So it will take a strong effort on 
our part to make our calling and elec- 
tion sure.

Thess. 2:13, and is accomplished by the 
operation of the Holy Ghost, Rom. 15: 
16. 

It is said that the Spirit quickens the 
moral body, Rom. 8:11, and the gift of 
healing is a gift of the Spirit, 1 Cor. 12. 

It is the right of the Holy Ghost to 
dwell in the heart of every believer in 
this dispensation. “Know ye not that ye 
are the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” 1 Cor. 
3:16. 

The Life of the Individual Christian 

They all walk in the Spirit, and obey 
the Spirit’s leadings. Gal. 5:16. All 
others walk in the flesh, or in sin. 

In time of trial, or need, the Holy 
Ghost teaches and directs the believer as 
to what he shall say or do. Matt. 10:

In Public Worship 

Public worship is of God. Heb. 10: 

25. It is designed to be conducted by 
Spirit-filled worshipers, who know God 
and the leadings of His Spirit. Its pur- 
pose is to bring the fullness of the 
Spirit of God into the hearts and lives 
of men, with all that that means. 
' The order of the service is to be of 
the Spirit, not man’s spirit, or some 
other spirit, but the Spirit of God, and 
therefore according to the Word of 
God. 1 Cor. 14:12. 

The singing is to be in the Spirit, or 
spiritual. 

The praying is to be in the Spirit, and 
with the understanding. 

The preaching of the Word of God is 
to be in the demonstration of the Spirit 
and power. 1 Cor. 2:4. 

Human, or man-made order, singing, 
praying and preaching without the 
Spirit of God upon it is a perversion of 
divine worship. How much that passes 
for the worship of God in the world to- 
day only touches the right track now 
and then, or maybe not at all. In olden 
times when Israel undertook to go 
through the form of worship with sin 
in their hearts, or in the wrong spirit, 
God practically told them that He 
would pay no attention to them, nor 
have anything to do with them. Isa. 1: 
13-15. 

In the Church in General 

Jesus is “the Lord of the harvest,” 
Matt. 9:38; He is the “husbandman” 
that “waiteth for the precious fruit of 
the earth,” James 5:7. At most and best, 
in His great service, men can only be 
leaders under Him. In that Church 
which He hath purchased with His own 
blood, it is the Holy Ghost who appoints 
the “overseers,” we are told. Acts 20: 
28. By “overseers” we understand that 
he means all who preach, teach, or are 
leaders in any respect.

The University of Jerusalem 


Students are in the Hebrew University 
from all over the world, and no lan- 
guage except Hebrew is spoken in Class 
or Social Hall. Leaving the roof we were 
taken to the various laboratories. The 
professor said: “Come over here and I 
will show you something of great in- 
terest.” We were led to another case 
where we saw a plant preserved. It was 
vine-like and the professor said, “This 
plant in Hebrew is called ‘tzelaff.’ It is 
spoken in our Talmud. We are told 
there that when our Messiah is about to 
come, this plant will be found growing 
in Palestine. It springs up in the night, 
bears leaves, and then a bud in the fore- 
noon, and a full crimson flower blos- 
soms at noon.

I have no doubt but that you want 
to know what God has done in Mexico 
in the last three months. In C. Obregon 
a mighty revival with big crowds at- 
tending is in progress. Forty-three have 
prayed through, gotten saved, sanctified 
and baptized in water, thirteen have 
been filled with the Holy Ghost. 

In Esperanza, another town, twenty- 
eight have been saved and six filled with 
the Holy Ghost.

In my last visit to San Blas Sinaloa 
God prepared the way for me in a mar- 
velous manner.

I went, and right from the first night 
the house where we held the service was 
shaken when the first one received the 
Holy Ghost. A lady who was born in 
the United States, who knows Chenes 
very well, was the interpreter of the 
message given by the fourteen-year-old 
girl who received the Holy Ghost. From 
this night on three or four received a 
blessing every night and now we have 
nineteen filled with the Holy Ghost and 
thirty-one baptized in water. Four 
couples who were living together 
have married and are forming 
Christian homes. There were four men 
in the congregation who had taken pos- 
session of land which did not belong to 
them, according to Hab. 1:1-7, and I 
denounced that sin and said they could 
not be children of God nor members of 
our Church if they did not make restitu- 
tion. One of them has already made re- 
stitution and the others are planning to 
do so. 

In the meantime a lot was donated to 
us on which to build a church and a 
brother has given us three thousand 
adobes for that purpose. So by the grace 
of God I intend to go back soon and do 
more building. 

We have just finished our beautiful 
church in C. Obregon. God is blessing 
there, also the work that Brother Fer- 
nando Gonzales is doing in Nogales.

We have been greatly encouraged in 
the work this past year, the Lord has

worked in a precious way. In January 
we visited a new station, Jocote, in the 
department of Quiche; traveled by car 
to a little place called Trapicitos, “little 
rags”; from there we traveled by horse- 
back, crossing and recrossing the Black 
and White rivers, then up one or two 
slopes of a mountain. It was getting 
dark when we dismounted in the valley 
of Jocote. Several Christian brethren had 
come out to meet us and soon we were 


eating our supper of black beans, ‘“‘tor- 
tillas” (little corn cakes) and_ black 
coffee. 


The blessing of the Lord came down 
in the first service. They’d made a chapel 
by placing limbs of trees covered with 
pine needles for a roof; the walks were 
of pine branches and the floor was cov- 
ered with pine needles. The people of 
Jocote are very poor in the things of the 
world, but they are rich in the things 
of God. We had six services in two 
days, also a baptismal service. A sister and 
her aged mother were baptized. She tes- 
tified that, before being converted, she 
hated the gospel, but that believers faith- 
fully giving their testimony had _ con- 
vinced her that salvation was real. We 
had a blessed service in her home the 
next afternoon, walking six miles in the 
hot sun. Most of the Christians at Jo- 
cote are saved, sanctified, baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. They are on fire for 
God, going to the near-by towns for 
services. 

February 25-27 we had a three days’ 
conference at Chuicaca. We left Toto- 
nicapan on horseback Thursday morning 
arriving at Chuicaca in time for supper 
and the first service that night. Be- 
lievers came from all over the work, 
more than five hundred were present. 
We praised the Lord for His redeeming 
power as we looked upon these precious 
Indians, freed from sin and idol worship, 
filled with the blessed Holy Ghost, 
dancing and shouting the praises of 
God. It was a touch of heaven on earth. 
Three young ladies, two of them school 
teachers from Chichicastenango, Quich- 
edpt, received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost; a number of others received the 
Holy Ghost also, including several chil- 
dren. There was a special service to pray 
for the sick and we listened to testimon- 
ies of God’s healing power, after they 
were anointed and prayed for. Thirty- 
one were baptized in water. There are 
two chapels at Chuicaca where the Word 
of God is preached. Next Friday we plan 
to go again to dedicate another chapel, 
making three chapels there. 

We are glad to report that our con-

gregation here under the able leadership 
of Don Jose M. Enriguez, native pastor, 
is growing and our little chapel here is 
overcrowded. They have bought a lot 
right on the main street and plan to 
build a suitable chapel as soon as possi- 
ble. At a town called Chuisuc, near San 
Cristobal, a new chapel was dedicated to 
the Lord recently. The work is pressing 
on. We ask the prayers of all the Evan- 
gel family that God will send a mighty 
r@vival throughout all of Guatemala. 
We have our dear Brother Ingram 
with us, he plans to visit all the out 
stations while here. We gave messages 
at San Cristobal Sunday night, Toto- 
nicapan last night, tomorrow we go to 
Quezaltenango for the service there. All 
are eager to have Brother Ingram visit 
them in their own towns. His life hid 
with Christ in God inspires the hearts 
of everyone of us to press on to certain 
victory for God and our beloved Church 
of God.—Yours in Him for Guatemala, 
Carrie E. Furman.

All Things According to the 
Pattern

Scripture lesson, Matt. 7:24, 26, 
“Therefore whosoever heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them, I will 
liken him unto a wise man, which built 
his house upon a rock: And everyone 
that heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them not, shall be likened unto a 
foolish man, which built his house upon 
the sand.” 

This is the conclusion of the Sermon 
on the Mount. The doctrine clearly 
taught in these verses is, that all are 
building but not all are building accord- 
ing to the pattern; that there are two, 
and only two classes of builders. Christ 
calls them in His sermon “wise” and 
“foolish.” We will consider in this ser- 
mon, very briefly, what particular char- 
acteristics distinguish the wise from the 
foolish. 

Observe first, the wise man built a 
house but notice he is not content to 
build at random. Any old building will 
not do. He thinks, “I have seen from 
experience that this is a stormy country 
and even if the sun is shining now, some 
day there will arise a great tempest and 
I must build so that. my house can stand 
the most vehement storms.” Let us sup- 
pose that he went to a contractor for 
a plan and a blueprint to build by. They 
search out a nice appearing lot and the 
contractor digs down beneath the surface 
and finds no firm rocks upon which to 
lay a foundation. He tells the wise man 
that the place has no suitable stony foun- 
dation upon which to erect. The wise 
man seeks and digs until he strikes hard 
rock. There he builds but is careful to 
make all things by the pattern of. the con- 
tractor. He heard and did according as 
he told him. The storms and winds came 
and blew but it fell not because it was 
built upon a good foundation. 

Paul said, “Other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” Men may search from pole to 
pole, from center to circumference but 
the only sure foundation that will ever 
be found is Jesus. The Scriptures teach 
that, “Nevertheless the foundation of 
God standeth sure, having this seal, 
The Lord knoweth them that are his. 
And, Let everyone that nameth the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity!” 
2 Timothy 2:19. The psalmist _ said, 
“They that trust in the Lord shall be as 
Mount Zion, which can not be removed, 
but abideth forever,” Psa. 125:1.

“Final Bids on Property Received at Courthouse, Saturday, May 7 


“The Murphy College property which has been under hammer for somie time was 
finally bid in by the Church of God officials last Saturday for $29,990.00, and the 
sale was confirmed by Chancellor McCanless .>... Competitive bids went forward 
by $5.00, $10.00 and $20.00 bids. It was finally knocked off to the Church of God. 

“At the close of the sale the large crowd present formed themselves into a mass 
convention with J. B. Waters as chairman and proceeded to extend greetings and 
a hearty welcome to the Church of God people on coming to Sevierville. A number 
of welcoming speeches were made by those present, and a committee composed of A. 
M. Paine, I. A. Watson and Cleo Burchfield was appointed to draw up suitable reso- 
lutions. 


“The committee reported the following resolutions which were adopted:

I understand Brother Tharp has received a check in the amount of $90.00, 
which was unsolicited, from one or two of the business men who were interested 
in our coming to Sevierville. 

I am informed that there are 86 rooms in the girls’ dormitory and 76 tooms in 
the boys’ dormitory. With two girls each to the room there would be room for 172, 
and with two boys to the room there would be room for 152, which would care for 
324 students. In event it becomes necessary the rooms are sufficiently large enough 
to place three girls to the room, thus taking care of 258 girls, and in the boys’ 
rooms with the double deck beds, four boys to each room would be far less crowded 
than they were here at Cleveland, which would give accommodations for 304 boys. 
Or, the extreme capacity of the buildings is approximately 562. 


These buildings are all modernly equipped with city electric lights and good 
city water, in replacement of the school’s former water system. 


The new home of the school is receiving enthusiastic greetings from our min- 
isters and student body, both through correspondence and to me personally. 


I have just returned from Jacksonville, Florida, and a group of students are ex- 
pecting to enter the school from there.—J. H. Walker, General Overseer.

REPORT OF WORK IN 
KANSAS 


We are now in the first week of a re- 
vival at Coffeyville that bids fair to be an 
old-time, Pentecostal outpouring. The al- 
tar is full each night. Bro. Hopkins is do- 
ing the preaching. We appreciate the 
good messages, he is delivering. We thank 
God for ministers who will preach old- 
time holiness until people will become 
stirred. We have had a revival spirit here 
at this church all the year. We don’t 
remember just how many have been 
saved, sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost but we have had forty-two 
additions to the church this _ year. 
We are believing God for twenty-five 
more in this revival. Pray for this place. 

The work at Independence, Kans., is 
a small work of twenty-one members 
yet they can do things. They were in 4 
little rented building, paying $10.00 a 
month, and they decided they just as well 
be paying for them a place, so we helped 
them make a deal for a small church 
building and a four-room parsonage.

000 population, and what tickles me is 
that there is a Church of God there ris- 
ing and shining in the west side of that 
city, and we want to see one rising in 
the east side before the Assembly. We 
were with this church last week. They 
are in a revival with Brother and Sister 
Mitchell in charge. There have been sev- 
eral saved and sanctified, four filled with 
the Holy Ghost and five added to the 
church. Among this five there were two 
preachers and one exhorter. All five of 
them are good workers, all are adults 
and all have the Holy Ghost. The first 
report we had from this church was 
that it had lost its building and one sis- 
ter was trying to carry on the Sunday 
School in her home but just had from 
four to six in Sunday School. The Lord 
has blessed them with a building and 
their Sunday School has increased. Last 
month they had an average of forty- 
five. Sister Caldwell is taking care of 
this church. She is another worker who 
has cast her lot with the Church of God 
this year and is surely doing a good 
work. She loves her folks and they love 
her. Her husband also came in the 
Church. He doesn’t have the Holy Ghost 
yet but he is working faithfully for it. 
He is a fine man. There is fine material 
in Wichita looking toward the Church 
of God. Pray that we can present it to 
them in a way that will cause them to 
get hungry for it. Our zeal runs high for 
the Church of God. I believe we need 
to preach and try to impress the benefit 
of government in the body. We need that 
just as much as the other gifts and 
maybe more so. We have lots of folks 
here who despise government, yet they 
practice it as long as they can be the 
“governor.” Well, we must leave Wichi- 
ta now. It is hard to leave it but we 
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will have to hurry along. 

We go now to the Pittsburg district. 
Pittsburg is a nice little city of 18,000 
population, in a mining district in the 
east central part of the state near the 
Missouri line. It is a beautiful town and 
the Church of God has a location on 
East 13th Street in a fine residential 
section. They had what we would call 
a church revival. It was in the winter. 
Brother and Sister Mitchell were there 
with them. The weather was bad but 
the church was revived and two were 
saved, I believe it was. The greatest 
progress here at Pittsburg has been made 
in a financial way. There are not very 
many of them but believe me they can 
do things. God moved on these people 
about some indebtedness that was on 
their church and they went to work. 
The Ladies’ W. W. B. is doing a great 
work here and they have some men who 
are willing workers too. They have raised 
over $150.00 on their indebtedness and 
at the same time have floored their 
church, which cost $75.00 or $100.00, 
and they have that practically paid for. 
They are in shape now for a real re- 
vival. Brother C. C. Rains is dividing 
his time with this church and Weir 
church, which we will speak more about 
later. Time and space will not permit 
us to say all we want to say about the 
good work in Kansas. 

We must move on down to Weir, 
Kans., a small island mining town, ten 
miles southwest of Pittsburg and about 
halfway between Highway 7 and High- 
way 69. We can’t say that this is a beau- 
tiful town as those who know about a 
mining town know about how it looks, 
but God really has beautified some peo- 
ple here with old-time salvation. The 
folks had been worshiping in an old 
store building. Well, that was fine, we 
were glad they had that, but God moved 
on them this last winter and made them 
believe they could do better, and sure 
enough they did. With their faithful 
pastor in the lead, Brother C. C. Rains, 
they put on a building campaign. Sand- 
ballot and his crowd said they couldn’t 
do it, but they uid. They had a mind 
to work. They are now in their new 
building, a 30x40 frame building. They 
certainly are proud of their new church 
and so are we. They are planning on a 
revival here soon. Pray for them. 


Last but not least, let’s go up to the 
big town of Kansas City. Here we find 
all kinds of people and churches. I never 
knew there were so many churches. It 
looked like one on every corner and some 
missions in the middle, and, of course, 
something slipped up to me and said, 
“There are too many churches here al- 
ready.” I argued with that something a 
little while and finally God gave me grace 
to tell that something that if everybody 
else could have a church in Kansas City, 
God could have one too. The little 
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church that was there had lost its 
building and had not had a Sunday 
School in five weeks, but God under- 
took and they got their building back 
and God is blessing them. Their Sunday 
School is running about forty now. 
There have been several saved and sanc- 
tified, five filled with the Holy Ghost 
and twelve added to the church this 
year. Among this number was a holiness 
preacher who had been preaching Church 
of God doctrine for twenty-eight years 
but had never found his home although 
he has found it now. We turned the 
church over to him and on the 23rd 
of April we ordained him bishop in the 
Church of God. His name is Steenburg. 
Yes, he is a German, but say, brother, 
he preaches holiness. Brother C. C. 
Rains is with them now in a revival. 
They have the building spirit up there 
too, they have sixty or seventy dollars 
pledged on a building there. Oh, how 
I do want to see every Church of God 
have a home. This great city has 121,- 
000 population on the Kansas side and 
412,000 on the Missouri side and this 
little church is the only Church of God 
in this great city. We have a Kansas 
preacher, Brother W. F. Long, who has 
recently moved to Kansas City on the 
Missouri side and has opened up a mis- 
sion over there that we hope will be a 
Church of God soon. Go ahead, Brother 
Marcum, and use him, he is our preacher 
but we will lend him to you. After all 
we are all laborers together with God. 


Well, we are going to try to find a 
place to close here. We appreciate every 
worker in the state. We put out the 
Macedonian cry when we came over here 
but no one seemed to respond. I guess 
too many people are like I was about 
Kansas. I felt like when Brother Walker 
asked me to come to Kansas that I must 
have gotten a call to foreign fields, but 
it isn’t far up here. I was a little dis- 
couraged for a while, it looked as though 
all the preachers that had worked in 
Kansas were going to leave and no one 
else would come, but God said, “You 
have plenty of material right in Kansas 
that is just laying idle and rusting out,” 
that all I needed was to dig it out and 
then we would have workers that were 
already climated. I am delighted with 
the state of Kansas. I am a Texan, have 
been there most of my life, had thought 
I could not live any other place. I still 
love the good old Lone Star state and 
the people but give me Kansas to live. 
There are some of the most beautiful 
places here I ever saw, especially this 
southeastern part.

OPENING THE SEALS 


(Continued from page 1) 





The inevitable result of world-wide 
anarchy and bloodshed is famine. So the 
black horse rider who appears at the 
breaking of the third seal (vs. 5-6) 
brings famine. The balances in his hand 
signifies food conservation when all 
able-bodied men are drafted for war and 
no one left to sow and harvest the crops, 
then famine is sure to follow and star- 
vation will come for countless thou- 
sands. So great will be the famine that it 
will take a day’s wages to buy a quart 
of wheat, the daily ration of a slave. 
The rich seem to escape a part of this 
judgment for the oil and wine, the lux- 
uries of the well-to-do, are not to be 
hurt. 

The next rider under the fourth seal is 
named Death, and Hell followed after 
him. Death and his consort Hades are 
inseparable companions and they claim 
an awful harvest at this time. So great 
will be the destruction of human life 
that Isa. 5:13-16 will be fulfilled. See 
how all this agrees with the prophecy 
of Christ in Matt. 24:4-8 where He 
speaks of false Christs, wars, famine, 
pestilences, and earthquakes. See Rev. 
6:12 for this last event. 

Under the fifth seal the scene changes 
completely from that of the work of 
the four horsemen. Now John sees under 
the altar the souls of them that had been 
slain and they cry, How long, O Lord. 
Who are they? The fact that their souls 
were under the altar proves that they 
were offered as a sacrifice for their tes- 
timony. As the saints of old they would 
not accept deliverance and died before 
they would take the beast’s mark. We 
see them again with the rest of their 
brethren in Rev. 20:4. These are those 
who will be killed for the Word of God 
and their testimony, after the Church 
is caught out in the rapture. Jesus men- 
tioned them in Matt. 24:9. They are the 
martyrs at the beginning of the great 
tribulation period. Their fellowservants 
and their brethren who will also be 
killed (v. 11) are the martyrs of the 
end of the same period Rev. 20:4. These 
are the saints of the most high that 
Daniel foresaw would receive the king- 
dom (Dan. 7:27). These souls are con- 
scious and can speak and cry as in verse 
10, and to them was given white robes 
and they were told to rest. Nothing was 
to trouble them; their troubles were over; 
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just rest till the wrath of God was past. 
God’s mercy closed and His wrath is 
taking place on this old earth. The blood 
for which they cry vengeance represents 
the life of the flesh. Underneath the 
altar where burnt offerings were offered 
in old times was a deep hole into which 
the blood of the victims was poured, 
Lev. 4:7, and so what John sees here is 
the lives that had been devoted to God 
at the cost of martyrdom. The terrible 
events that occur in connection with the 
breaking of the sixth seal (vs. 12-27) 
are both literal and symbolical, a series 
of tremendous convulsions affecting the 
entire physical, social and political world. 
The earthquake is a literal earthquake 
fulfilling Zech. 14:3, 4 and Rev. 16; 
17:20. It also prefigures the breakup of 
society and the overthrow of all human 
authority. See Heb. 12:26, 27. The 
blood-moon, the falling stars, the scroll- 
like rolling up of the skies and the black 
sun are all literal, startling, physical 
changes that will cause a great fear to 
fall upon all classes and conditions of 
men to whom it will appear as the day 
of judgment and who in fear and ter- 
ror will hide themselves in dens and in 
the rocks of the mountains and implore 
them to fall on them and hide them 
from the face and the wrath of the 
Lamb. What a prayer meeting! Kings, 
presidents, captains, capitalists, indus- 
trial leaders, officials, and common 
folks, all come together at that time. 
They had refused or neglected to avail 
themselves of the protection of the Rock 
of Ages when they had the opportunity 
of so doing, and now they call to the 
rocks and mountains to fall on them. 
They sneered at prayer once, but here 
they gather at the greatest prayer 
meeting the world has ever seen. They 
pray but their prayers are too late. Then 
they will realize there is a personal God, 
and that Jesus Christ is God’s Lamb, no 
longer their sin-bearer but their judge. 
We hear men cry out today that there 
is no God, but in that day they will cry 
because there is a God and they must 
face Him. Read in connection with all 
this Isa. 13:9-13; 34:1-4; Joel 2:30, 31; 
Zeph. Ch. 1; Hag. 2:6, 7; Matt. 24:29; 
Amos 9:2, 3; Prov. 1:25, 26. These 
physical and political convulsions will 
be the earth’s travail pains as she labors 
to bring forth the new creation of the 
millennium. 
Thy kingdom come.
